The Belgrade 
bloodbath which it 
won 1-0 against 
Yugoslavia thanks to 
a goal by Ruben 
Cano, has put Spain 
into the World Cup 
finals for the first 


time since 1966. 

It was Yugoslavia which 
Qualified ahead of Spain 
in 1973 and the honor 
went to Belgium in 1969. 

Only once has Spain 
advanced past the first 
round of the finals. That 
was in Brazil in 1950, after 
first-round victories 
against USA (3-1), Chile 
(2-0), and England (1-0). 
However, Spain failed 
miserably in the second 
round, losing 1-6 to Brazil 
and 1-3 to Sweden and 
drawing 2-2 with Hungary. 

This time the 
Spaniards are deter- 
mined to achieve their 
greatest World Cup suc- 
cesses yet, for they see 
little opposition in Group 
Three, in which they have 
been drawn. 

Brazil may be a major 
power, but the Spaniards 
believe they play much 
faster and more incisively 
than Brazil, and that their 
physical toughness will 
Put Brazil off its game. 

The other two group 
members, Sweden and 
Austria have done well to 
qualify but neither is quite 
in the class of Spain, 
whose players operate in 
a league where winning is 
a fanatical obsession fan- 
ned by the lure of the big 
Peso 


To the Spanish public, 
the World Cup finals 
represent not only a quest 
for international glory, but 
also a stage upon which 
new stars will be born. 
The Spanish need their 
football stars, the same 
way in which the 
Americans need their 
screen idols. 


Of course the players 
will be no better and no 
worse for having ap- 
peared in Argentina but if 
they do something special 
there, they are sure to be 
promoted into national 
heros. 


The men with the 
greatest star potential are 
Ruben Cano, the 25-year- 
old Atletico striker;

On May 15, 1923, 
England lost its first game 
on the Continnent (3-4 to 
Spain in Madrid) due to 
the great performance of 
Zamora. 

Two films were made 
about the man — 
“Ricardo Zamora Gets 
Married at Last” and 
“Champions”. 

From Espanol, Zamora 
went to Barcelona but 
returned to Espanol in 
1922. In those days they 
paid him $75 a year and 
about $20 a month. 

On Espanol's 
triumphant 1926-tour of 
South America, it lost a 
match to Nacional de 
Montevideo of Uruguay. 
Nacional forward Pien- 
dineni was given a house 
for scoring against 
Zamore. 

In 1930 Espanol was in 
serious financial trouble, 
so it sold Zamora to Real 
Madrid for what was then 
the record sum of $1300. 
He finally retired in 1936, 
after leading Real Madrid 
to the Spanish cham- 
pionship.

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LONDON — The foot soldiers of 
Scotland’s tartan army, veterans of cam- 
paigns throughout Europe, are now fixing 
their sights on the Pampas and Andean sl- 
opes of Argentina. 

The troops are the scarf-waving supporters — some 
say disciples — of Scotland’s national team which is 
one of the 16 to qualify for the 1978 World Cup finals. 

The first target for Ally's army, as they are called in 
deference to Scottish team manager Alistair 
MacLeod, is the central Argentine city of Cordoba 
where Scotland meets Peru on June 3. 

Though only a few hundred are expected to make 
the long and expensive trip, the passion of the Scots 
supporters will no doubt make up for their lack of 
numbers. To them football is a religion. More: Life 
itself! - 

A sympathetic Scottish police force, long ac- 
customed to this enthusiasm, feels that the biggest 
problem their Argentine police colleagues will face 
from the tartan-clad visitors is not violence, but 
Janguage. 

_ “the Scots do not speak English,” said Edinburgh 
detective Constable Harry Jones. 

Writing in “Forthright”, the magazine of the Lothian 
and Borders police, whose headquarters are in Edin- 
burgh, Constable Jones says the Argentine police, 
“can throw out any contingency plans they have to dis- 
tribute English phrase books amongst themselves.” 

His message is — English will not be spoken. 

It is true that in their forays and skirmishes abroad 
the Scottish followers seem to have decided that it is 
up to the local barmen and wine waiters to learn the 
meaning of requests such as “Geezanurrawan, Jim- 
my” — roughly translated as “the same again, please, 
barman.” 

Argentines are also likely to be asked “Hey Jimmy, 
wherragemme”, meaning “Excuse me, where is the 
game being played?”

elief. 2 

“The thought of coming back without the Cup hasn't 
entered my head,” he said recently. 

If he does pull it off, Macleod could well replace 
Robert Burns as Scotland’s national hero. 

Pop singer Rod Stewart an ardent fan, plans to 
make a record with the 22-man Scottish squad, but 
the current Scots anthem was composed on the 
terracing by the fans. 

It says: “We've drunk lager, we've drunk wine — 
we're on our way to Argentine.” 

How to get there is another matter. By normal air 
transport, with expenses, it could cost as much as: 
1,800 sterling (3000 Aust. dollars). But with 
characteristic flamboyance one Scottish fan is 
reported to be considering hiring a submarine. 
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Jim Talt, a restaurater from Hamilton, Lanark- 
shire, said “The sub is owned by a Western 
European country. We are still negotiating.” He wants 
100 brave souls to spend 12 days and 600 sterling 
(1000 dollars) apiece travelling to Argentina below the 
Atlantic. 

Another eccentric plan involves hitch-hiking down 
through Africa and working a passage on a boat to 
South America from there. ; 

The Scots who do go to Argentina, will leave behind 
a nation where, according to Ally Macleod, “every 
man, woman and child will be round the television, 
kicking with us every inch of the way, and that will pull 
us through”. 

And if they are victorious, Ally’s army may well 
decide to bring a bit of Argentina home with them for 
Auld Lang Syne. 

When Scotland beat England 2-1 at Wembley in 
June 1977, thousands of fans invaded the pitch and 
dug up clods of turf to carry back north over the 
border. 

Arrested, one of the Scots explained to an English 
magistrate in London's Bow Street court: “The turf was 
from the spot where Kenny Dalglish scored the winn- 
ing goal. | wanted to take it home and put it in a jar on 
my mantlepiece and just watch it grow.”

FOR THE CUP 


Who will be the new super-stars after the World 


Cup in Argentina? 


That’s the question most soccer fans are asking, es- 
pecially since Franz Beckenbauer and Johan Cruyff 


won't be there this time. 


Past World Cups have always had world- 
class players to capture the public’s im- 
agination. 


Who will forget legendary figures like Seeler, Albert, 
Moore, Puskas, Koscis, Boszik, Fritz Walter, Eusbeio, 
Fontaine, Kopa, Chariton, Sekularac, Pele, Djalma 
Santos, Carlos Alberto, Yashin, Zoff, Facchetti, Maz- 
zola, and more recently, Hoeness, Lato and Gadocha? 

But with the World Cup only a few months away, even 
the world champion, West Germany, is worried that it 
does not have a world star in its ranks. 

lf a great side like Germany is worried about the 
absence of Kaizer Franz, how do the smaller nations 
feel? 

Germany knows all too well that a World Cup can be 
won only by a team which has at least a few players who 
are in world class. 

But traditionally, good players are put into world class 
through their good performances on the world stage. 

Perhaps Klaus Fischer, the German striker, will 
become a second Gerd Mueller in the finals; perhaps 
Niylasi and Torocsik will become Hungary’s new Albert 
and Puskas and maybe Joe Jordan will capture the 
Scottish imagination the way Billy Bremner did. 

Interest will also be focused on the Spaniards Juanito 
and Migueli, the Italian Graziani, the Frenchmen Platinl, 
Rocheteau and Bathenay and goalkeepers Maier and 
Jongbloed who will prove or disprove the theory of 
Yashin, that goalkeepers reach their peak after 30. 

Every woria Cup produces surprises — like Italy's 
advance to the 1970 final, Czechoslovakia's rise in Chile 
in 1962, the emergence of Poland in 1974, and Ger- 
many’s victory over Hungary in the 1954 final after trail- 
ing 0-2. 

Therefore, it must be expected that there will also be 
surprises this year. 

And | expect those surprises to be provided by 
Hungary, Scotland and Spain. | don’t think France will 
do much, although many rate France very highly, but | 
believe Mexico could cause problems. 

The candidates for the Cup, in my opinion, are Ger- 
many, Holland, Argentina and Brazil. 

Europeans have not yet managed to win the Cup in 
South America. 

The partisan crowds weigh heavily against Euro- 
peans, and the temperament of the Latins is in sharp 
contrast with that of the Continentals. 

In this regard, Spain must have an edge, for Argen- 
tina speaks the Spanish language and Spaniards 
dominated Argentina centures ago. 

Perhaps Hungary may also be able to overcome the 
difficulties, for it ls one of the most scientific nations in 
world football and it has solutions for almost everything. 

The Scots may have less problems than the rest due 
to their carefree approach. They simply couldn't care 
less who they play against. 

And of course, Germany and Holland, despite the 
absence of Beckenbauer and Cruyff, have the ex- 
perience and the maturity to overcome most obstacles. 

The Itallans have a temperament similar to the 
Latins, but in my opinion, their soccer will be too slow 
in Argentina.
